This corapares wii) the 258 stu- 
dents dropped for scholastic rea- 
sons after Fall of ‘61. A net in- 
crease of 122 students. 

About 676 students were placed 
on probation for the first time 
last semester, This compares with 
426 the previous year or an in- 
crease of 250 students. 

However the number of stu- 
dents who removed themselves 
from probation was also up from 
202 in the Fall of ‘61 to 271 last 
semester. 

Those achieving the Dean's list, 
“B” average or better, totaled 
359 students. ‘‘The cut-off point 
was actually 3.2 last semester and 
varies somewhat each time’’ 
| Warren said. Of the 369 students, 
‘277 were undergraduates (not 
counting graduating seniors) and 
82 were freshmen. No comparabie 
figures were available for the Fall 
semester of ‘61. 

Enrollment for this semester 
will come close to the record en- 
roliment set in the Fall. Prior to 
late registration the total number 
of students was 7221. Warren said 


that late registration may bring 


the total number close to 7400. 
This is an increase of about 1100 
over last Spring. The increase 
comes from many limited students 
but also from a rise in full-time 
students.
